BOX-OFFICE heart-throb Dolph 
Lundgren will take on the much 
sought-after role of comic book 
hero The Phantom. : 

Dolph, who is currently in Aus- 
tralia filming The Punisher with 
Lou Gossett jnr, will take on the 
lead role in the $15 million Aus- 
tralian production. 

According to TV WEEK sources, 
he has made a verbal agreement 
with the producers. 

The Phantom movie will involve 
two of the men behind Crocodile 
Dundee. 

Ken Shadie, who co-wrote 
Dundee with Paul Hogan, will 
script the film about the legendary

‘‘ghost who walks’’. Peter Sjoquist 
— Dundee’s production manager 
and post-production supervisor — 
and John Torv will act as co- 
producers. 

Lee Falk, who created The Phan- 
tom and another comic book hero 
Mandrake, will act as script con- 
sultant on the project. 

Obtaining the movie rights to 
what is still one of the world’s most 
read comic characters was seen as 
a coup in the film industry. 

‘King Features, which owns the 
copyright to The Phantom, re- 
ceives an offer a fortnight to make 
a movie,’’ Peter says. 

“Until now the syndicate has 
refused all approaches. We were 
successful because of our associ- 
ation with Crocodile Dundee and 
because we wanted close consul- 
tation with King Features.”’ 

Falk created The Phantom in 
1936 and today the character is 
syndicated in more than 1000 news- 
papers in 40 countries. 

His courageous exploits are read 
by an estimated 100 million people. 

‘We will definitely not be making 
a spoof,’’ Peter says. 

‘““The Phantom movie will be in 
the same vein as Superman and 
Raiders Of The Lost Ark.’’
